Pringe Von Buelow says: “A great 
portion of the foreign and internation- 
al press publishes criticisms directed 
against his majesty, relative to the

{eriticiam is founded on the assumption 
that the emperor permitted the pub- 
| lication of the article without any 
previous knowledge of the govern- 
ment authorities responsible for the 
imperial policy. The assumption is

Chancellor Assumes Responsibility. 
When the chancellor, as a resuit of 
the publication in the Daily Tele- 
graph, beeame aware of the con- 
tents of the manusertpt, he explained 
to the emperor that he personally 
had not read it and that had he done 
so he would have hesitated and ad- 
publication. He 


to resign, ‘but the emperor would not 
accept his resignation. On the re- 
quest of the chancellor, however, his 
majesty permitted the publication of 
this explanation so that Prince Von 
Buelow woukl be in a position to meet 
the unjustitiable attacks on the per- 
aon ol the emperor. 


As a result of the storm of public 
anges and humiliation growing out 
ot the kaiser’s recent interview with 
an unknown Englishman, it is under- 
stood that last night Herr Von 
Schoen, sécretary for foreign affairs, 
resigned. It was announced that Herr 
VonSchoen had been taken suddenly 
ill, and was likely to be incapacitated 
fefinitely from the performing of his 
official work. This is interpreted as 
an indication that he has been select- 
ed to fill the role of Jonas. The crisis 
was vhe topic of conversation in every 
cirele yesterday, the bitterest opinions 
being offered almost everywhere, Ap- 
parently jor the purpose of emphaéiz- 
ing the imperial determination not to 
throw Von Buelow over, the Crown 
Prince visited him yesterday after- 
noon, staying a long time and it is 
assumed the kaiser intends to do his 
utmost to prevent the storm centering 
on the chancellor. 

Reichstag Will Force Resignation. 

It is predicted that Prince Von 
Buelow will have the hottest time of 
his publie experience when the Reich- 
stag meets Wednesday, There are 
even suggestions that the Reichstag 
will insist on his resignation, enfore- 
ing the demand by refusing to vote 
his salary. Consideration of the of- 
ficial explanation of publication of the 
interview resulted in diverting much 
of the popular animosity from the 
Kaiser to the ministers. 

Will Serve to Increase Animosity. 

Lendon, Nov. 2--London morning pa- 
pers comment ironically upon what they 
describe as the genious semi-ofticial ex- 
planations from Berlin concerning the 
Emperer'’s published interview, The pa- 
pers ccnsidey that the effects of the ex 
planations will be to greatly increase the 
distrust of the German foreign office and 
tts methods, and probably lead to-sitill 
greater ill-feeling between Great Britain 
and Germany.

Their “Devilish Ingenuity” Will Sur- 
mount the Obstacles Taken to Pre- 
vent Their Entrance to House of 
Lords.—Mrs. Humphrey Ward Gives 
Out Statement Concerning Anti-Suf- 
fragette Lengue.

London, Nov. 1—Britain’s peers now 
sit in daily dread of an invasion of their 
precincts in Westminster by the suffrag- 
ettes, Ewery precaution is being taken 
to prevent incursion, but many peers be- 
lieve the “devilish ingenuity” of the 
suffragettes will find a way to overcome 
all the obstacles that mere parliamen 


tary ingenuity can devise. 
Mrs. Humphrey Ward says: “Mrs. 
Humphrey Ward is well satisfied with 


the progress made by the Anti-Suffrag- 
ette league, especially the recent 
sufficgette demonstrations, which have 
had ihe effect of largely increasing the 
membership of the league. Mrs, Ward 
thinks there is abundant evidence to 
show that in «pite of a certain natural 
admiration for the courage of some of 
the suffragettes among the English 
middle class, the opinion is turning de- 
cidedly against their policy.”

This “certain natural admiration,” to 
which authoress refers, combined with a 
feeling that women, like Mrs, Pank 
hurt, sheuld not be sabjected to the 
dignities inflicted on ordinary prisoners, 
found vent in appeals to the Home See- 
retary to exercise his presumed right to 
order them to be treated as first-class 
nusdemeangants, Herbert Gladstone, 
hewever, intimated in parliament that 
he possessed no such right, and Mrs 
Pankhurt and Mrs, Drummond are serv- 
ing the sentences in the second division 
at Holloway.

CREAMERIES ARE 
MAKING MONEY 


Alberta Farmers Obtain the Highest 
Average Price. for Butter of Any 
Province in Dominion. 


Hon. W. T. Finlay, minister of ngri- 
culture, came up trom Medicine Hat 
on Saturday and will be in Edmonton 
for some time. The department is 
busily engaged in completing arrange- 
ments for the educational campaign 
which will be conducted at important 
centres throughout the province in 
connection with the Farmers’ Insti- 
tute work, It is understood that the 
plan of the campaign, when it is 
announced, will be found to have sev- 
eral new features which will be of 
great importance to agriculture, 

Mr. Finlay commented to a Bulle- 
tin representative on the great out- 
look for the dairy industry in the 
province of Alberta. He felt that the 
farmers are beginning to see the im- 
portance of having good dairy cows to 
begin with, fo: the better the cow the 
better the profits, Mr. Finlay was 
pleased at the good showing of the 
creamerics during the summer 
months, and thought that the return 
to the patrons will stimulate them to 
greater efforts in the dairy business 
next year: 

Poultry Fattening Station. 

The Minister of Agriculture smiled 
when he was approached on the ques- 
tion of the poultry fattening stations. 
He said he was conscious of the wilti- 
cisms that had been made regarding 
this branch of the department, but 
he said that this would prove to ‘be 
one of the greatest undertakings for 
the cause of agticulture. 

“From all over the provinee,”’ said 
Mr, Finlay, “are coming inquiries re- 
garding the progress of the poultry 
fattening station in Kdmonton The 
farmers are becoming alive to the 
opportunity which awaits them in the 
poultry business. Poultry’ dealers 
and wholesale egg dealers in Calgary 
and Edmonton cannot begin to get 
supplies to meet the demand, As a 
result, they are importing carlond 
after carload from the east, and con- 
sequently prices are very-high for 
poultry and eggs. In addition to 
the local demand, there is a great 
call for poultry products from British 
Columbia, where prices are even 


‘n-| higher than here,”

BAPTIST CHURCH GROWS. 


Statistics Showing Excellent Progress 
Membershio Totals 62,050. 


Ottawa, Nov. 1.-—-The report on the 


state of religion, presented by Rev 
C. KE. MeLeod, of Port Burrell, at the 
Baptist convention, occupied the at- 
tention of the delegates on Saturday 
It contained a mass of statistics show- 
ing the progress of the chureh during 
the year and its general condition. 
Nineteen additions were made to the 
ministry, ten of whom attended Me- 
Master University. During the year 
twelve new churches were organized 
and 14 undertook enlargements. The 
year saw 2,643 baptisms, a net gain 
amounting to 136. The present mem- 
bership stands et 52,050. The Peter- 
boro chureh stood first in the matter 
of baptisms, with one for every eleven 
members of the church. The finan- 
cial statement showed that $508,578 
was expended on the work of the 
church at home as compared with 
$516,298 in 1907. The expenditure 
abroad was $118,272 as compared with

suppress the movement. Up to a few 
days ago the boycott had been of & 
passive nature, but the inability of the 
various guilds to restrain certain 
members from importing Japanese 
sroducta led to a change of tactics 
rant week, ineetings were held with 
the object of stopping the boycott, but 
as a majority of the merchants were 
against this, it was decided to carry 
it on , 

Several Chinese, however, flouted 
the guilds openly and imported Jap- 
anese sea products. They were at- 
tacked at night an’ two were asault- 
ed. having their ears partially sever 
ed. That warning being treqarded 


a general attack was arranged on 
Chinese shops offering Japanese 
wares, and last night a crisie was 


reached when several shops were raid- 
ed, their occupants turned out and 
their goods seattered on the roadway. 

General rioting then began, the fall 
force of police having difficulty in re- 
straining the looters. So far. only 
marked shops are being looted, but it 
is estimated that goods to the value of 
$20,000 have been destroyed. Many 
shops have been wrecked. Patrols 
armed with bayonetted rifles have 
been called out to parade the streets, 
bat fire stins have uot yet been used, 
It is believed the original 
eame from Canton for the purpose.

Coombs, accompanied by a staff of 
Salvation Army workers, arrived in 
the city on Sunday morning trom 
Prince Albert, Along with the eom- 
missioner ,who is commander of the 
forces in Canada and Newfoundland, 
waa Colone!

The important service of the day 
was in the Opera House in the 
afternoon, when the Commissioner 
outlined the cause of the Salvation 
Army trom its inception under Gen- 
eral Booth to the present day, ‘du 
the platform were seated His Honor 
Lieutenant-Governor Bulyea as chair- 
man, His Worship Mayor MeDou- 
gall, Warden McCauley, of the pro- 
Vineial penitentiary ; Mire’ Coombs, 
Colonel Pugmire and the members of 
the local Salvation Armny~ band. 
While the large audience was gather- 
ing the band rendered several Army 
selections. 

His Honor the Lieutenant Governor 
axpressed his pleasure at again wel- 
coming the Commissioner to this pro- 
Vince and alse his appreriation af 
the honor of again acting in the capa-+ 
city of chairman of a Salvation Army 
meeting, The opening prayer was 
led by Brigadier Burditt and a very 
effective solo was sung by Colone| 
Pugmire, after whieh the Chairman 
called on Commissioner Coombs to 
address the meeting. 

The Work of the Army. 

“The Salvation Army,” said the 
“is a great work boru 
of a great and mighty need, and it is 
meeting that need every day, Its 
ultimate aims and objects are of mote 
than passing interest to all those 
who live in communities where work 
needs to be done,” 

“The Army is not an ancient organ 
ization, being just 42 years of ~. 
In these years it hae of necesd 
made some mistakes, and for these it 
has been severely criticized, but it 
must be remembered that the army 
is different from the ordinary run of 
organizations in that it has & 
an entirely new fleld. The Army how 
stands between the old age of youth 


and the youth of old age. It is the 
outcome of the consecration of two 
lives, forty-three years ago, to the 


work of helping the poor ot East Loh- 
don General Booth and his faith- 
ful wife committed themselves to this 
work when they had scanty means of 
propagating it, To-day, the Army 
counts its iollowers by the thousanda 
all over the world,” 

The Commissioner said that he 
came to Canada 25 yeurs ago and be- 
gan the work with only $25 to his 
name. Then there were no places 
of worship or refuge conducted by 
the Army, whereas now property to 
the value of over @ million and «a 
half was being used to aid the salva- 
tion of souls, The Salvation Army 
was shaping itself for a mighty 
effort. t stood in the community 
as forming sound sentiment among 
the people, upholding every mora!

The Lay of the Land. 

How to convey to Boston folk a 
nelion of the peculiar charm of Hd- 
monton’s topographical situation ‘is 
a problm I tackled vainly three years 
ago.

for Edmonton, then Cambridge must 
stand for Strathcona, The twin cities 
here are connected by street railway. 
They>set one another off most picur- 
ysquely. In either place you have the 
jensation of another considerable city 
over yondery. The senfation, when you 
look over yottder is of being yourself 
on a height.. Turn about, and lo, you 
are in a town of the plains, with pret- 
ty woodlands closing every vista that 
does not end in the serrated sky-line 
Of a wheat-stooked horizor. For here

In driving about the prairie one be- 
holds the curious spectacle of great 
black fresh-ploughed areas on whieh 
grain stooks stand.

Gentlemen,—I ‘beg to tender my 
resignation aa chief of police of the 
city of Edmonton, the same to take 
effect on the last day of Novembei 
next, I deem it fair to myself that 
in thus tendering my resignation at 
this time I should lay before your 
board, briefly, the reasons which im- 
petane to take this step. 

“Engaged in June, 1907. 

{ was, if you remember, engaged and 
took office during the month oi June 
1907, Prior to that time the polic« 
force had teen conducted on the lines 
uattally prevailing insmall towns. The 
mén were undisciplined, poorly and 
improperly clothed and there appear- 
ed to be an entire lack of system ir 
the ‘eartying out of the duties ueuall; 
laid upon a well organized  polier 
force, By the charter of the city o! 
Edmonton the police force is cntirel) 
under the control of the commission- 
ers and efter my appointment in th« 
month of June, 1907, I took up the 
entire work of reorganization, cloth 
ing and equipment of the police force 
with the then board of commission 
ers. As a result of that discussion 
the commiséioners informed me tha 
subject to the control of the commis 
sioners the entire management and 
direction of the police foree was to b 
left in my hands. I leave it to thos 
who were sequainted with the police 
force of this city before 1 took officer 
and those who have noticed it since, 
to say whether or not there has been 
an improvement in the foree, and 
whether or not the system of contro 
which’ I have outlined has been bene- 
ficial. 

Changes in Svstem of Control, 

During the year 1908, there has been 
au gradual .chajige ‘in, the system o 
control.

Difference of Oninion. 

There appears to have arisen be- 
ween the commissioners and myseli 
+ complete difference of opinion as 
o the character, functions and sociel 
leportment of the individual who for 
he time being occupies the office of 
chief of police. 

The mayor has taken exception to 
i fact that | am a member of the Ed« 
nonton club, and that upon oceasiona

Recommends Police Board. 

It may not be improper for me at 
his time to draw your attention to 
he fact, that it would be much better 
n the interests of an efficient police 
oree if it were worked under a per- 
nanent board of police cdémmisison- 
‘rs, some members of whom had some 
dea of the administration of the law 
nd of the organization and control 
fa police foree. Such a board might 
nelude one of the judges of the Bu- 
weme or District court, the police 
nagistrate of the city. the mayor, 
ind one or more prominent citizens 
rho might have some especial quali« 
leations for the work. 

I need scareely say that in tenders 
ng’ my resignation [ode sa with a 
reat deal of. regret... I have interest- 
d myself in the police force and the 
nembere of the force with the excep- 
ion of those reported to your board 
vave loyally supported me as far aa 
hey could. The work has been ardu- 
ous inasmuch as never at any time has 
here been a sufficient number of men 
or the work.
